New Delhi, the 11th February, 1980 

SJTO. 75, — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 
184 of the Navy Act, 1957 (62 of 1957), the Central Govern- 
ment hereby makes the following regulations further to amend 
the Navy Leave Regulations, 1970, namely: — 

1, (1) These regulations may be called the Navy Leave 
(1st Amendment) Regulations, 1980. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their pubii- 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2, In the Navy Leave Regulations, 1970, in regulation 33, 
after sub-regulation (2), the following ‘Note 1 shall be inserted,- 
namely : — 

“Note. — Sailors serving in Embassies /Missiona abroad, 
who undertake return journey by an unapproved route 
in terms of Government orders issued from time to 
time and are desirous of availing of accumulated 
annual leave under the above-mentioned regulation 
shall be permitted to do so, In their case, the leave 
shall be deemed to have commenced from the date 
on which the journey, if undertaken by an approval 
route, would have been completed/’

S.R.O, 77 . — In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby 
makes the following rules further to amend the Armed 
Forces Headquarters Clerical Service Rules, 1968, namely : — 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Armed Forcey Head- 
quarters Clerical Service (Amendment) Rules, 1980. 

(2) They shall come Into forte on the date of their pub- 
lication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Armed Forces Headquarters Clerical Service 
Rulesi, 1968, in the Third Schedule, against the post of 
'‘Upper Division Grade (Group C- Ministerial)", in column 
3, under the heading ‘Temporary Vacancies", before the 
existing proviso, the following proviso shall be inserted, 
namely : — 

“Provided that if any person appointed to the Lower 
Division Grtsde who is either permanent in the 
Grade or is eligible for substantive appointment to 
that Grade, is considered for promotion to the 
Upper Division Grade, all persons senior to him 
in the Lower Division Grade shall also be so con- 
yidcred notwithstanding that they may not have ren- 
dered five years’ approved service in that Grade/’
